Kioters la Control. 

LONDON, April IB. — A special dis- 
patch from Peking says that the rioters 
are masters of the situation at Chang- 
sha. Some accounts say the governor 
has been killed and that the consuls fled 
with the missionaries and foreigners, 
laking refuge on board river craft. The 
Chinese regiment at Changsha has been 
unable to suppress the disorders. ' Ac- 
cording to tho despatch, the British gun- 
boat Thistle has left Hankow In an en- 
deavor to reach Changsha, but Us suc- 
cess is doubted, owing to tho shallow- 
ness of the river.

the (luartorly inootingr of the \'ictorla 
Board (it Trade held yesterday after- 
noon. It waH introduced through 
three letters of protest, from B. M. 
Humble, n)ana.qer of the IOm|)re.ss hotel, 
and iM. Young- and 11. K. Levy, pro- 
firletors of the New Kni^land and the 
Levy rf.'itaurants respectively. Tliey 
reciuesteil that tlio influence of the 
board .sliould be used to Indube tho 
civic aolona to amend or abandon the 
proposed Icsrlslation. -Mthoiigh there 
was dlffcronco of opinion, it was unanl- 
monsly concluded that this was a 
matter wltli which tho Board of Trade 
(!0uld not deal, being' purely one of a 
detail of municipal, regulation and 'not 
one of trade and commerce. '• - 

' Another question of exceptional in- 
terest discussed was Hon. Maclcenzle 
icing's proposal to appoint a commis- 
sion to' inquire Into the conditions ex- 
isting in tlio several provinces oi: the 
Dominion with a view to the introduc- 
tion of a- thorough and a well adapted 
system of teclinlcal ' education from 
ocean to ocean. The majority spoke in

At present it was 
Jtocessary to re-shlp at Vancouyer. 
The Uoinlnlon government had \.been 
a'sUed to subsldlise the steamer Bos- 
cowltz-and there was reaspn.to believe 
that this would be done shortly. Action 
had been taken towards obtaining more 
equltablo freight and. passenger -rate^ 
in British Columbia. Hon. -Dr. Pugs-' 
ley had promised to .secure the neces-' 
sary machinery. for tin; Improvement of 
Victoria harbor. An r.rdcr had boon 
placed at Glasgow and the plant would 
bo shipped to the coast h.v the Blue 
Funnel line a.s .soon as ready.

Freight Rates 

Wltli regard to the; movement to 
secure the eciuallzatl6n'''bf; the, freight 
and passengei' rates - In ■ Britlsii Co- 
lumbia ill comparison with tnuse In 
vogue elsewhere, Mr. Shallcroas re- 
ported that the merchants of Victoria 
and Vancouver were worKlng hand lu 
Inind. 'ihe Hallway . Commission 
liavlng asked for a , spcclllc' case of 
discrimination. , It. was necessary to 
employ an exjiert to obtain the evi- 
dence. This would involve consider- 
al)le expense and representations had 
been made to tho provincial govorn- 
iiiciit to obtain an appropriation. One 
lliousand dollars had been granted. 
Ho did not think this would be 
enough, and did not believe that either 
the Boards of 'I'rade of A'^lctorla or 
Vancouver should shoulder any of the 
llnariclal burden in .such a light In the 
interests of British Coluniula as ;i 
whole. IIo thouglil it sliould be un- 
dertaken by tlie province and trusted 
that the authorities would be brought 
to see it in that light. In respect to 
the source from .which an expert 
be secured, tho south had been siig- 
gesled, the idea being that a United 
States citi/.ea would bo absolutely un- 
biased. That was the way the mat- 
ter stood.

He thought it would be os- 
pcolally.' beneficial to British Colum- 
bia;' -'With tho varied and e>:tensivc 
resources of tho Canadian Wept the 
sooaicr the young men imd women 
were . educated along technical Ilnus 
the sooner would Its riclies bo dovcjl- 
opecl aiiid )j)roSi;efeS , be; assured. i < 

Mr.' lAi'grln seconded the inotion. Ho 
remarked that Germany's remarlcable 
advance of late was due to tho spread 
of ttclmlal education. A strong ap- 
peal was being made In the United 
Kingdom In favor of the Introduction 
of the same system in order that the 
coming generations might be trained 
to such perfection in industrial pur- 
suits that they might maintain the po- 
sition of the British En:p!ro In tlie 
van of other nations commercially. 
British Columbia, he agreed, was a 
place where such schools would be 
particularly valuable.' It would 'di- 
rect tho minds of the young people 
along the proper channels, enabling 
tlicm lo clearly see and understand 
where their oiiportunities can be Im- 
proved. At present the nuijority of 
parents wanted their children to en- 
ter one of the professions. The rea- 
son for tills was that the schools 
didn't direct atteiitlon to the achieve- 
ments po.sslble in industrial art. In 
British Cohimbia it would do more 
good than could bo estimated. lie 
wished to acknowlo3ge the good Hon. 
Mackenzie King was doing tlio coun- 
try In bringing this forward. 

It was Uio opinion of Mr. Pauline 
that the effect of such schools would 
be to lesson the mimcrlcnl prcssiu'c 
on the High Schools. .Tu.-Jt about the 
time, under existing conditions, they, 
ivere looking forward to High Schools 
many would enter upon practical 
training, a cour.se tliat would teach 
them tho means of earning a liveli- 
hood from the start. 

The resolution was carried unani- 
mously.

- The Right Rev. Bishop Dart passed 
peacefully away at his residence In 
New Vl^estmlnater yesterday afternoon. 
News of his demise was 'received In a 
telegram to the Bishop of Colutribla 
yesterday. The funeral ^pfs-.tho late 
Wshop.t of ;New AVestmlnste? .jak?^ place 
In the' latter city on' Monday iie.xt,' at 
2:30 p.m. 

The late Right Rev. John Dart was 
born in Devonshire, Eng., In lS3a. lie 
was educated at St. Mary'.s College, 
Oxford, graduating with the degron oC 
B.A, in 1S67, M.A. In ISGO. He hart 
been ordained a deacon in ISCO and 
priest In 1S61. Ho spent the early 
years of his ministry in Colombo and 
later accepted the presidency of the 
University of "Windsor College, N.S., in 
1S76, continuing In that capacity until 
1885. He received the degree of D.C.Li, 
from that Institution in 1S96. Ho was 
mado organizing secretary for the S. 
P. a. for the diocese of Manchester in 
1S85, remaining there until his ap- 
pointment to . the bishopric of New 
Westminster.. This tool\ place In 1895 
and his cons^oratlbn>ias second bishop 
of New - 'WeBtmlnater . In St. Paul's 
Cathedral, liOndoh, followed his ap- 
pointment by a committee consisting 
of Bishop Pe'rrln, of Columbia, Bishop 
Ridley,; of jCalbdpnla, Bishop Temple, 
of London. 'ftnd tile Blahop of Man- 
chester, the synod of Nevir Westminster 
delegating its authority after a dead- 
lock had occurred. 

Bishop Dart had been In ill health 
for a long time. .He had been a great 
sufCerpr.'t-b^tr^^athtQyertopk him as he 
would hi've 'wished— In harness.

Aldernian Sarglson said tliat this ap- 
parent lack of sympatliy belweeu the 
departments might lead to the city 
sustaining u heavy flnanthil loss some 
time. There was no .reason why such 
a thing should occur. The qucstlou 
of exnenso in the present Instance was 
a trivial one, but It might easily have 
boon much greater. 

The reports were received nnd filed. 

Tho petition of Amphlon street 
property owners for cemunt sldowalkti 
and a light , on tho street, referred to 
the conimlltee by the council, took tho 
usual course, and the work will bo car- 
ried out. under tlie local improvement 
bylaw. . 

Tlic en.glneor was instructed to pro- 
ceed with tho rock surfacing of fern- 
wood road from Donnian street to 
Cedar 11111 road, tlio conuniltee decid- 
ing that sewer pliies slioula not |je laid 
along that tliorinighl'are. The Mucstion 
of sewerage came up through the 
suggestion that It might bo necessary 
In the future owing to tho Bockland 
park location h^lng chosen for the now 
High School. ' Combatting this sug- 
gestion. Mayor Morley pointed out that 
the new Illgli School was nbtiyet built, 
while Assistant Engineer ^JJrysdn' said 
that the sower pipes .in -tliat'; . vicinity 
would have tp bo,,. lajd,-: through solid

Knglneer Smtth; ' presented n report 
on tho advls^ftbljltjf'of so, amending tho 
streets .byjaws^i that .^JiitW^^^ impose 
penaltleiffbh'vcbntiactiffs.ittfr' putting up 
unnecessaryi^'bhstrubtlbhsJtwhon build- 
ings 'wbyftUft'.f'<iburpe5:oPJX6Hctlon. The 
necosslt:^- of ' this 'repoH' atbso; through 
complaints from Government stroet 
stores that - their business was being 
Interfered with o>vlng to tlidsb obstruc- 
tions. The ISnglneor sufegestea the 
erection of a passage^ way through the 
barricades, and also thiit contractors 
should be limited to a certain time ac- 
cording to tho cost of the buildln.t;, to 
1)0 fined so much per day for the Ihui^ 
the barricades remained up beyond a 
certain date. 

Tlie matter was referred to' the legis- 
lative committee. 

Alderman Langloy wrote suggosting 
the removal oC telephanc poles, one 
facing the post office and the other at 
the southeast corner of Government 
and Humbolt streets.

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MAKING HISTORY 

History is being made rapidly In tho 
Unlted^iangdom J now.fand -jlf;the 
dcspatchea -are to ^bo relied on, a' good 
deal of feeling Is being engendered in 
tho process. The student of the dc- 
■velopniont of British Institutions will 
sec In what is now transpiring a step 
in .a process of evolution that has been 
: igolng" on for slx' jhun^re'dk-^?^^^ ,We 
' 'are too -close to' thV;'scehe ot'oonfllct 
in point of time to be able to see 
things in their proper perspective; or 
to state the case in another way, our 
views are apt to be distorted byv our 
. prejudices, and of course, none of us 
rii-fsiso, .far-sightecl as to be able to see 
'■■•''i;he"'end from tho beginning in any 
movement of a revolutionary character. 
We .say revolutionary, 'for the "govern- 
ment proposals are reyoliitionavy. 
. .^Slnoe the earliest days;" Qt^^E^gHsh 
''parliamentary history thia' ' respective 
powers of the two houses have not 
been explicitly defined, and the min- 
istry proposes that a limitation shall 
;be put upon those of one of them. In 
the United Kingdom custom has al- 
most the force of law,' but no custom 
can operate to limit the governing body 
of the nation in ..cases,.,of, emergency. 
Herein has been hlthertOvthe,?^^^^ 
of the British cbnshtuTlori.'^'-upo^ 
Avhich so much stress bas been laid. 

Perhaps It may be well to state 
here just what tho British Constitution 
is. Tho fundamental principle of tho 
Constitution is that Parliament Is om- 
tnlpotent. Parliament in the fullest 
Sense of the term, consists of tho 
Three Estates of the Realm: the Com- 
mons, the Lords and the King. The 
concurrence o£ these three Estates is 
necessary to chan'ga^tli^i.law ^ pft.Hhe 
realm; but sincoirthetre^^^ Queen 
Anne, that -ls.;,since the beginning of 
Jiihe Elgh^.OTit\f.'C.entuiy^ .assent of 
the Crown has never been witliheld 
Irom legislation passed by the two 
Hpises. . Practically, thoref ore,- > the 
^i;|cpnstitutl6nal' condition '- is - that-, two 
■''Estates) the Commons and tlie Lords, 
have full power to make laws upon any 
subject whatever. The right to with- 
Ihold assent Is'yet vested in the Crown, 
^^iCnd'opuld,' in the case of an emergency, 
ba'"exerclsed. The right of the Lords 
,5 to'refuse to concur in the decisions of 
■the' Commons has never been question- 
ed; but in respect to money bills it 
has rarely been exorcised, so rarely, 
indeed, that there is good authority 
for saying that it ought never to be 
exercised In respect to such measures. 
Nevertheless, like the veto power of 
the Crown, it was a dormant right, and 
could bo called into action In cases of 
emerjgency. J The ■ Lords : themselves 
must necessarily be the judges of the 
emergency. It was by the assertion of 
tills dorniaiit power that^ the recent 
election was ijreclpitaLC-d. 

Mr. Asqulth's proposal Is that this 
right shall, bo taken away absolutely 
in jfespecf to money bills, and In re- 
spect to other bills, tbat It shall be re- 
stricted to the lifetime of the Parlia- 
ment during which. a measure is Intro- 
duced. With the right of the Crown 
:;4.tb 'refuse to assent to legislation prac- 
' tically abolished, and tlie' right of the 
Lords restricted In the manner pro- 
posed, the House of Commons would 
laecomo tho ab.solutc ruler of the 
United Kingdom. Such is the funda- 
mental principle of the Constitution 
..- and, '-.such is the change which Mr. As- 
'■ qiiitli proposes 'shall be rriade In It. 
For the rest, iJie Constitution is 
made up nX the , statutes, the whole 
body of tbe Common Law as interpret- 
'*vfed'/by .ithe';.co.urts, the 
' realni, and ' dhe might almost add,, the 
traditions of tho Engli.sh people. But 
these all vary from time to time. "When 
tho highest court of appeal gives a now 
decision on some point affecting the 
rights of tho subject, an addition is 
made to the Constitution, which Is, in 
brief, made up of all those conditions 
under which British .subjects live, and 
is to be gathered not only from tho 
statute books or the decisions of tho 
.i'-.'coufts, 'but from a mass of precedents 
'•" wiiicli no man ban number. ■' 

Therefore, ' when' Mr. Balfour says 
that Mr. Asquith Is' betraying the Con- 
stitution, ho does not mean that the 
Prime Minister Is disregarding any 
fixed law or setting at nought any 
settled ordinance'; but only that he Is 
proposing something that will be a 
wido departure from the conditions 
under which tho - government of the 
kingdom has. been hitherto carried on. 
That such is the effect' of J'Ty^j^ 
Asquith proposgs must be.admltted.'by 
aUj''He would' not himself deny 'It. 
■Whether or not it la to be regarded ns, 
a sacrifice of" any features of the Con- 
stitution, which ought to be preserved 
in the Interests of the' national wel- 
. faro, Is a ma,tte.r upon whioh there is 
a' -wide difference' of opinion.

' The'^ situation is rendered more dif- 
ficult by the pressing . nature of tho 
Homo Rule question. Colonist readers 
may recall that at the. time the Budget 
was under consideration, , and it was 
said that the Lords would reject it, 
this paper expressed tho opinion tliat 
such rejection would bo Ukoly to 
throw the country into the hands of tho 
Nationalists, We said then that It 
would be wise to' accept the Budget arid 
make tariff reform the issue at the 
election, that under such circumstances 
would not have come on for three 
years.-'4:If vj^at'.opUM had been taken, 
the reforrti of the House of Lords 
would have come up under conditions 
that would not have evoked partlzan- 
shlp; the Home Rule question would 
have been kept in abeyance until . the 
improving conditions of Ireland had 
rendered it less acute, and tlio cause 
of tariff reform would doubtless have 
won a victory in all probability at the 
next appeal to the people. 

PARLIAMENTARY NUMBERS 

In. tho Senate a useful discussion 
took place regarding the numerical 
strength of Parliament. It was 
brough about by a resolution of Sen- 
ator Costlgan, wlilch he subsequently 
withdrew, drawing attention to the 
need Ot a., larger^; chamber for the 
Houso of Commons' and Increased ac- 
commodation for the Library. The 
population of Quebec is tho yardstick 
of representation. That divided by 05 
gives tho measure by which the num- 
ber of representatives assigned to the 
other provinces will be determined. Let 
it be supposed that when Canada has 
a population of 12,000,000 Quebec 
2,000,000, tho representation of that 
province being 65, the measure to be 
applied to the other provlhces would 
be one member for evei-y 40,000 peo- 
ple, which would give a House.v.i.of 
Commons of 300. If however Quebec 
does not increase with this rapidity, 
the measure of representation will be 
lower, and the House larger numeri- 
cally. It being hardI;^|;po8slW^ 
tho population of Quebec % wiU' gain 
pari passu with the whole Dominion, 
it Is obvious that we shall have to 
contemplate a much enlarged House 
of Commons In the course of a decade 
or two. It is also obvious that, unless 
the eastern Maritime Provinlceavgaln 
in population more rapidly than they 
have since ' Confederation, they will 
lose in representation as time passes. 

Another aspect of tho case is sena- 
torial representation. The rough prin- 
ciple upon which this Is fixed is to re- 
gard the 'Domirilbn as consisting ' of 
four divisions, the Eastern Maritime 
Provinces '^constituting one, Quebec 
constltW'in^'- another,. Ontario another j 
and the four western provinces tho I 
fourtli. Tho representation of those) 
four arbitrary divisions is supposed to 
bo equtUlv , vTWs^^^^ rule, but 

it is on^^^tliat^is folio in a general 
way. It is clear that with tho rapidly 
Increasing population of the West 
senatorial representation from this 
part of Canada must be increased or 
the whole arrangement will be lop- 
sided. This is a matter that will have 
to bo adjusted in some wayMn senar 
torial representation is to be regulated 
Ijy population, when there are 1;;,000,- 
000 people In Canada we shall have a 
senate of 200 members unless Quebec 
will consent to a reduction In the. num-; 
ber from that province. The eil'stlng 
territorial- distribution of senatorial' 
seats has nothing whatever to com- 
mend it. Hence, if population is to 
govern the constitution of tho^ repre- 
sentation in both Houses, it Is. very, 
clear ; that- by the year 1031 we will 
have a' parliament of 500 members, 
which wo think will be too many.

climbed laboriously over tho shoulders 
and sloops of tho mo\inta!n — up gul- 
lies stuffed with trees, across old gar- 
dons, overgrown and glistening with 
tear-drops left by the cold night air, 
a dev/ that drenched us as we went. 

In the Danger Zone. 
At once wo entered the danger 
zone, where men went stealthily, and 
In the fear of death, and our voices 
dropped almost to a- whisper, In sym- 
pathy with the quiet which hung like 
a- pall' over tlio forest Only 'some- 
times Sve 'heard the voice of the; wood 
pigeon, calling ; as he •used to call, 
faint and far away — the only echo of 
life In that still region. But for this 
and the rustle of trees .and the 
crackling ot twigs .underfoot we went 
in silence.' 

Wo climed up a steep mountain 
spur for miles, slipping and stumbling 
at every step.- On- cither side a deep 
blue valley, where tho dense jungle 
hid the scattered huts,- from view. And 
on tho mountain -trail tho solemn 
sound of silence told us that wa 
passed that way- unnoticed and un- 
known. Indeed In- that lay our safe- 
ty, for .on either, aide, \va8; denger,^.!n 
either valley lurkM".;,':th«5arrpwiithat 
flloth by day." IniHhB hands of 'men 
at constant 'warfare with out' party 
and their friends'.' On one side, in- 
deed tho namo' bt' Inmoo, whom I 
visited m the bush not far from' Lau 
.Iaanna,.'lay^UkQkiA>Mii<«hadow. oC death, 
Bo far does his fame for killing 
reach. ^- ' '-^ 

Now often w'ould come the sound ot 
voices, and we would approach warily, 
pausing, hushed and apprehensive -to 
know who it shouJd be. And friJin 
the distance ahead would come a gut- 
tural challenge, througli the folia^go 
would appear the brown outjino ot a 
lurking savage, the glint of a musket 
held at the ready, the end ot a black 
spear palsed and quivering. It was 
curious to sec their evident amaze- 
ment, and all wore equally Incredu- 
lous' that a wliite man coiild' walk the 
Island tracks or would risk the Island 
killing. 

Shrieking War Cries 

So tho day passed, and we climbed 
upwards towards the sky. And" now 
It was good-bye to. tho sun, for heavy 
clouds come rolling up from the sea. 
Travelling a mile, througli a cleared 
valley, lianked with gardens, wo came 
at last to the scattered vli- 
iHge, where, in fortified houses, perch- 
ed each on some upstanding knob ot 
ground, the mountain folk kept their 
enemies at bay. The rain began to 
fail heavily as wo hurried to one of 
the houses, whose doors at once filled 
with dark, faces and darker spears'. 
Then, from all around in that open 
valley, brown, naked men came leaping 
and bounding .down the hillsidos, with 
bows and muskets and spears. Very 
murderou.s they looked through tho 
rain, coming towards us shrieking war 
cries as they ncarcd the houses. But 
as usual it came to nothing, nnd wo 
were .soon shalting hands. 

And hei-o It was that I got a new 
name. An old man, covered with dirt 
and asshos, ilie hero (?) of ,1 hundred 
fights, hobbled up with many a long- 
drawn cry of astonishment, and after 
I had shaken hands, talked rapidly In 
tlie langii.-igc, raising a general- laugh. 
When translated, it was: "My word! 
you savey walk libout too much; no 
one ho do him all same before. I think 
uiime belong you Lutassio, all .same 
'man whore he walk about anywhere.'" 
And Dr. Lutaasle is the name that 
wlilto man is known by all over that 
Island. 

Another old lady, was less apropos. 
Wavln.ij a long-bony hand ,at me, .sIk; 
gasped, "You come? Vou come now? 
More better you stay. You mnrr^' one 
girl. We -look out yoti. good fellow," 
but I protested that we were very bu.sy 
and there -was much to do, and her be- 
nign intentions ha^■o conio -to nothing. 
A Porch Lined With Skulls 

But night was -coming on, and we 
had to push on without delay to 
Kwara Kwanga, on tho sunnnit, 
Winding up amongst the boulders 
through tlie mist one might have been 
on a Scotch moov. Coining out of tho 
thick, soaking fog, like so many spec- 
tres, wo air hiiddled under ,a porch 
wet and shivering, while they excited- 
ly discussed what to do with us. It 
was a very wild place, and very 
heathen— and they would not admit us 
to the men's living house. We did not 
know then that tho smoky rafters in- 
side were lined with tlie skulls of gen- 
erations past, who having led the wor- 
ship of the village while on earth had 
now joined tho Akalos and headed up 
the spiritual worphlp. Wo could not 
enter this "retreat of the dead aiid tho 
home of the living" without defiling 
tho place. 

So we wore led off to a small house,' 
and were chargecl a„ shilling for the 
bed "all same Qi^eenslandl" After : a 
welcotrie: change p£ clothes \v'e'held an 
audience of the village as wo; ate. "The 
room was packed with men and with 
smoke. The door and window.; wore 
stuffed with heads, with curious f^tar- 
Ing eyes,' and blackened teeth; lieads, 
tho bodies ot which • struj&gled and

swayed outside In the rain. , The sickly 
nicker of the lamp we carried ahowcd 
three old chiefs crouched by my, bed 
smoking and mumbling wlth' toothloss 
gums — dozens of mgn each ■ had killed 
nnd eaten, so ■ Silvariusv'saldr . behind 
tliem a long record of murder and sin, 
they had Spent their lives gathering 
darkness for thomseivcs at the last. 

As the hour went by tho crowd 
thinned, and wo were left to such 
sleep as wo could compass, for It was 
a night of uproar. Perched on tho 
backbone of . the Island, . among the 
clouds, the wind whistled and moaiiod 
and drove the rain through ■ every crev- 
ice. Sometimes , it seemed as It the 
house v»?uflt"j;bflr|awept away, so fierce 
was the stbrro,fand the place oeomed 
well named, fji'Kwara.t Kwanga, "the 
house of thunaen'^i^fNohevBlept-BQundly 
that night. aai'e"way ! of oiir . coming 
was so strange, our welcome was too 
doubtful, our surroundings so fraught 
with danger. All night long tho men 
groaned in broken sleep from the cold, 
and listened for the attack which 
might easily have come in such a place. 
At last grey morning broke, and the 
first night ever spent In tho heart of 
the island was passed in safety. 
- Telling the "Old, Old Story" 
' We "decided to stay the next day 
with- David, a Christian, who lived two 
miles away down tho further side. The 
whole village turned out to see us off, 
and escorted us to the head ot tho 
cataract down which we were to 
climb. Arrived at tho bottom we found 
the village ringed round with hills of 
evergreen, and ' guarded by a devil 
house perched on a narrow ridge 
above. All day long the people came, 
climbing over the hills in ' ones nnd 
twos as the news spread that the white 
man had come. Now it was a wild man 
with bushy , beard and enormous nose, 
being armed to thooteeth; ; now some 
sinful old woman, beht.'do'iible'''vvlth the 
weight of years ' whovcame 'toi peer at 
the ; strangersjf r()m vafar -and jto wave 
a'vlorig4'^bony/-arm''Cwttb''jnany' -a shrill 
'•'Ale' ya"' of ? surprise ancl fi^a'r. 
All day - long 'wo' told them why 
we had come. -Ho-w sorry we were to 
be- so long coming -with the good new^. 
Tho cliwax. came \f at;; night. Rourid 
the camp flretfftbatfievenlng we to|,d 
them the oho' stbry-that never stales 
In tho tolling; .the strangest story that 
could bo Imagined; of man's mistake 
and tho fruit It brought, and of wh^t 
God thought and said and did. We 
told how Paradise was lost to man for 
many a long century. How one mid- 
day on "a green hill far away" a dy- 
ing figure hung, with arms stretched 
out on the Cross. How In tho hear- 
ing Of tho motley crowd beneath, of 
friends and scoffers and syndics and 
soldiers. He proclaimed that He 
(Jesus) had won 'back the keys of the 
lost Paradise for man. as he cried to 
a thief dying at His side, "Today 
Shalt thou, be with Me in Paradise." 

We- tried to tell: the' atory "simply, 
as to'-a little child." for the bearded 
caiinibells around, the wrinkled old 
women, the stealthy murderers who 
squatted, listening around the fire, 
wore only children in mind. Then 
very . simply, very solemnly, ' -wo told 
in unvarnished words the only alter- 
native for thooe who "would, not have 
this man to reign over them," the 
"outer darkness" "where their worm 
dieth not and tho fire is not aviench- 
ed." ' ': ■■ ..■ 

As wo paused In the story a man 
interrupted in tho language — an elder- 
ly man. with bushy beard, his Hps red 
.with betel nut, his eyes and face trou- 
bled and anxious. He cried, "Oh, my 
heart ho fright along this thine— no 
good me burn along lire — more better 
you ask your god he no let mo burn 
along fire." Then we told him how 
easy a tiling it was to escape that 
punishment — how Jesus had bought 
us by dying for us, and how God for 
His sake would forgive us if -we hon- 
estly asked Him. 

Ail -tl^fit', evening tlie man seemed 
very '.trpubled, constantly recurring to 
the aame'^thlng,- and entreating us to 
•come ' &n(lj,^UVQ;-; up with them. His 
family, his'' gardens, his land, all were 
there, and ho could not move down 
to the coast. He promised no one 
should hurt us; that they would "look 
out us very good." What could wo 
say— what would you have said'.' Wo 
left next morning for tho coast. 

Wo littio knew how we liad been 
protected. A month later they told 
us at Bhui how the news had spread 
lll<e wildfire that a white man was 
.sleeping in tho middle of tho island 
coming overland. Thoy told us of a 
party hastily organized to cut him 
off on his way to the coast to earn 
the plKH and blood-money freely of- 
fered over the island for a white 
man's head. Tlien.,of ;the'.party's foro- 
ed mnrcli nortliward.i^.tojr.wherc the 
winding leafy trail '-aebouched on to 
tho coast; ot the silent figures that 
lay hidden all day, waiting in the un- 
dergrowth for the oncoming party, 
unsuspecting and deflmColess. "The 
white man would be easily shot down, 
for he always walked second, dogging 
the steps of tho guide, while the rest 
straggled out behind." 

Ail day long tho loaded niusketa, 
the barbed arrows, the long, black 
venomous siienrs lay at the sides ot 
those Impatient murderers. Tho sun 
rose In It.s strength, the heat poured 
down, till all were parched, for it was 
fine on the coast. Thnn tho sun de- 
clined nnd evening came, nnd with It 
the rain; but the day brought no 
white man. Without knowing we had 
taken a different track,. Indeed, God 
had " led us by a way that we knew 
not." neither did thoy and they re- 
turned home " With empty hands 
"This Is the ' Lord's doing 
nnd it is marvellous In our 
eyes." 

Equally reassuring was what John 
heard from a bush chief on his return 
to 'Kwal— 1 give It In "pigeon" Eng- 
lish; as it was told me. "My ,word, I 
no'''bavey Avhich way ! no been .kill 
that wftlto man. He no carry' him

musket— he carry nothing. One-time 
altogether man belong mo; he stop all 
round doctor — he one fellow. I got 
cartridge along my musket, and I want 
to shoot him.

It was a frank confession, and prob- 
ably true. But God Is a wall of fire 
round about, and there is a reason 
why the chief failed to shoot. "In 
heathen lands men wondered how 
their Birnplo word had power. At home 
the Christians, two or three, i^'ere met 
to pray an hour." He did not know 
that, so, naturally, he wondered. 

Since then wo have heard of many 
a party who, phancing across tho un- 
heard-ot trail of a white man in tho 
mud, turned and followed for miles 
with sinister Intent, but we travelled 
fast and far, and all failed to over- 
take U3. .
